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Dont Use a Sound Film on a Sent Projector 


The use of a sound film on a silent projector could 
damage the film beyond pepair. Some of the projectors can, 
however, be used both for silent and sound projection. In 
‘such cases the change over should not be effected with the 
motor on. The projector should be stopped before ‘switching 
over from the silent to the sound speed, or vice versa. 

Remember: A sound film on a silent projector will tear it- 

self: to ‘shreds. 


Fix [he Breen Properly 


The screen should be fixed at a reasonable distance from 


the audience. A distance twice the width of the screen is 
ideal. The lower end of the screen should be at a little 
higher than the eye level of the audience. When not in use 
roll in the screen or else cover it with choth. 


Remember: A screen not fixed well can harm the eyes of the 
audience. 


Check Seating dorangement 


The seating arrangement of the audience also requires 
to be checked. The length of any one row of seats should 
not be greater than 2/3 of its distance from the screen and 
the seats should be so arranged as to produce a viewing angle 
of approximately 30 degrees at the sides.
